Of all the European Lepidoptera this is by far 
the largest, as well as one of the moft elegant in the 
disposition of its colors. It is not very uncommon 
in many parts of France, Germany, Italy, &c. but 
has never yct been discovered in onr own country. 
Linneus indced imagines that the Phalwna pavonia 
minor, or Emperor Moth, is in reality a varicty of 
-the fame animal; but tho' there exists the most 
striking 


striking similarity in point of appearance, it 15 im- 
possible to suppose a real identity of species. The 
great Phalena pavonia, or Junonia, is represented 
on the annexed plates in its natural size, accompa- 
nied by its larva and pupa,
